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Preface 


During the greater part of my life I have been a Christian. Sometimes a 
pretty fanatic one. I have grown up in the norwegian fundamentalistic 
Christian cult ”Smith's friends”, and broke up with it already as a 16-17 
year old boy. Three years ago 1 became atheist. It felt like an intellectual 
liberation, like getting contact with reality. 1 began to collect reasons for 
why 1 had become atheist. to explain this to others. At last 1 had 235 
reasons (plus 78 reasons why I believed that Swedenborg hallucinated). 1 
have researched extensively in atheism, read a lot of literature about it, and 
a lot of atheism on the internet. These 313 reasons are the fruits of this 
reading. 

The book is full of quotations. mostly from internet. 1 have as far as 
possible tried to detect the sources of the quotations, and report them, so 
that the reader herself can do further research. 

Atheism is a kind of intellectual permaculture, intellectual sustainability, 
intellectual ecology, intellectual honesty, and will be a big help when we 
shall die, so that we can avoid qualms and fear for ending up in hell after 
death (we have all made so many errors!). It s also a kind of intellectual 
cleanliness, which protects us from the thought infections of psychosis and 
the churches.

Why I don "t believe in God and the 
supernatural 

1. God has never spöken directly to me. God's total dumbness in my 
life. 

2. The spiritseers Emanuel Swedenborg, Sadhu Sundar Singh, Jane 
Leade and Julian of Norwich remained fundamentalists despite 
their spiritseerness. Had it been possible if what they experienced 
was real and not hallucinations and lucid dreams? 

3. 1 have never had visions that didn't resemble hallucinations, which 
weren't hallucinations. The spirit world has never shown itself to 
me. Of all the relatives and friends who have died, not one has 
shown himself/herseld for anybody in our family. 

4. The contradictions among the many spiritseers that I have read. 

For example that S.S. Sing, Swedenborg and Julian of Norwich 
didn't believe in reincarnation, while Gabriele Wittek, Rudolf 
Steiner, Robert A.Monroe and Christian Andreason believed in it. 
And that S.S.Singh, Mary Baxter and Lorna Byrne believed in the 


existence of Satan as a person, while Swedenborg didn't believe in 
it. And that Mary Baxter, Ricardo Cid, Angelica Zambrano, 
Maharishi of Kailash, Julian of Norwich and Swedenborg believed 
in eternal hell, while S.S.Singh, Gabriele Wittek, Christian 
Andreason, George de Benneville and Jane Leade didn 't believe in 
it. The contradictions among Swedenborg, S.S.Singh and Julian of 
Norwich themselves, concerning eternal hell. 

5. The peculiarities in spiritseers like Lorna Byrne's, Maharishi of 
Kailash's, Robert A. Monroe's and Swedenborg's spirit world 
experiences. For example the vision where Maharishi of Kailash 
saw animals who talked with Jesus, after his temptation in the 
wilderness ( a time travel). 

6. The testimony of evolution. Where in the evolution do God enter 
the picture? God isn't needed in the paradigm of evolution. 

7. Jane Leade believed that the earth was 6000 years old, despite her 
spiriseerness. She also believed in the traditional, bloody 
atonement doctrine, the forensic and objective. She also believed 
that everything in the bible was the word of God. 

8. Whose channeled Jesus is the right one, Vassula Rydén's or 
Gabriele Wittek's, the first very pro-catholic (calls for submission 



to the pope), the second very anti-catholic. Isn't a more plausible 
explanation that their Jesuses come from the dreamworld? 

9. The problem of evil. The problem of suffering. Why is there so 
much evil and so much suffering in the world if god exist? 

10. If all the gods of the Olympus are mythological, how would Allah. 
Jahve and Jesus be exceptions from that rule? 

11. The atheistic testimony of great scientists like Albert Einstein, Carl 
Sagan and Stephen Hawking. 

12. The total failure of parapsychology to provide evidence for the 
paranormal. 

13. The testimony of the dream researcher Stephen LaBerge, about the 
character of the lucid dream and so on. He has managed to prove 
scientifically that lucid dreams exist. 

14. If ordinary dreams can be so real that one believes in them inside 
the dream. how much more then lucid dreams, which can appear 
more real than this reality? 

15. If we really shall figure out the nature of the ”spirit world”, we 
should go to those among us who are familiar with spirit world 


experiences. Such a living spiritseer, a contemporary Swedenborg, 
is the russian-american researcher Michael Raduga. He has a 
homepage about the Out-of-body experience (OBE) 
(www.obe4u.com/michael_raduga), and how it resembles lucid 
dreams. He has himself had thousands of out-of-body experiences 
(more than 3000, if one shall be accurate), and believed first 
during two years, that they were evidence about the objective 
reality of the spirit world, but after a lot of experimentation, he 
reached the conclusion that they were ”simulations” of reality, a 
sort of lucid dreams. He has founded a research center around the 
out-of-body experience in Los Angeles, and has proved that near- 
death experiences actually are lucid dreams. 

16. That psychics often engages in prophecying about the future for 
their clients, says something about the credibility of the spirit 
world business. 

17. The fact that the Bible is so full of myths, legends and bad 
morality. That there doesn't exist any written ”revelation” from 
God. 

18. That nothing happened 21.12.2012, was a sign of the fact that such 
things belongs to the dream world. That date was by the way 
confirmed by many New Age - ”channellers”. 



19. "It has been estimated that in the last 50,000 years about 106 
billion humans were born. Of the 100 billion people born before 
the six billion living today, every one of them has died and not one 
has returned to confirm for us beyond a reasonable doubt that there 
is life after death. This data set does not bode well for promises of 
immortality and claims for an afterlife."

20. Isn't it clear that all Sananda-channelings (Sananda is a name for 
Jesus in New Age) belong to the dream world? Likewise the Jesus- 
channellings of Sister Thedra? 

21. The fact that out-of-body experiences and astral traveis resembles 
lucid dreams. 

22. Isn't it clear that the Maitreya-channelings of Benjamin Creme 
stems from the dream world? 

23. Cosmos is too big for the God of the bible to exist in it. That 
cosmos is infinite. How could God create something infinitely big? 
IsnT he all the more improbable as explanation for something 
infinite? How complicated shouldnT God be (if he exists), when 


he stands behind something infinite! Just think that our galaxy has 
100 billion stars. And that there is 100 billion galaxies in our 
universe. Think then that the number of universes in cosmos is like 
the number of foam bubbles in the Pacific Ocean, if the whole 
Pacific Ocean was full of foam. Think then that cosmos is bigger, 
so big that our whole universe is filled with such foam-Pacific 
Oceans. This is the closest to infinity I can come up with, and our 
cosmos really is infinitely big, however difficult it is to imagine 
that. B ut isn't it laughable that there would exist an almighty and 
omnipresent invisible old guy somewhere in the ”spirit world” 
who governs the movement of every atom in our whole infinite 
cosmos? Because this is just what most christians believe in, even 
though they can deny it. 

24. The strangest cults invoke the spirit world to prove their 
truthfulness. Think about the Moon-cult (Unification Church). 

25. George de Benneville and Jane Leade met Adam and Eve in their 
out-of-body experiences. Adam and Eve are only mythological 
beings (the evolution proves this), they donT exist in reality, which 
indicates that the experiences of de Benneville and Leade were in a 
dream world, were hallucinations. By the way, in 1833, Joseph 
Smith (The founder of Mormon Church) also saw Adam in the 
spirit world. 



26. In several ”revelations”, for example in the book of Revelation, the 
visions of Sadhu Sundar Singh. Richard Eby. Marietta Davis, 

Choo Thomas and William Jokinen, Jesus says that he will soon 
return. But the time has passed, and no Jesus appears. 

27. Why didn't Sadhu Sundar Singh meet his hindu mother in the 
spirit world, so he could know if she was in heaven or in hell (he 
speaks about her as if he didn't know this)? But if his spirit world 
was a dream world, it explains the issue. 

28. Things like alzheimers, dementia and the effect of psychotropic 
drugs on the “soul” says much about how the “soul” solely is a 
product of the brain. 

29. The theory that there is a spiritual counterpart to everything on 
earth (as for example Swedenborg thought), indicates that this 
spirit world is a dream world, because the psyche creates there a 
model of reality, with for example a spiritual London. 

30. Small changes in the ”revealed” in its relation to the natural can 
unveil the dreamlikeness, for example that the spirit figure of 
Gabriele Wittek, “Brother Emanuel” from the spirit world, quoted 
The Lord T Prayer thorougly wrongly, and that Jesus sanctioned 
circumcision in the ”bible” of Wittek ”This is my Word”. Orthat 


Sadhu Sundar Singh didn't accept the scientific biblical criticism. 
Or that Swedenborg refered to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob as to real 
persons in one of his visions (they are mythological). Or that 
Gabriele Wittek conversed with aliens from “the planet Mairadi”. 

31. Why do spiritualism have, despite an incredibly fast growing 
technology, not been able to demonstrate more scientifically that 
spirits do exist? Why this obscure shadow world, which never can 
show itself so that everybody can see it, on photography and film? 
Why has Benjamin Creme only managed to show one single 
picture of Maitreya, and this all too long ago (1988)? 

32. If the spirit world is a dream world, then everything falls into 
place. 

33. It's difficult to think of a more fair end of everything than that 
every creature in turn ceases to exist. There is a lot of the mercy of 
nature in this. This becomes a kind of Nirvana, at last. All 
suffering ends, for everyone. 

34. None-existence at last, is the way of nature to save everyone. 
Alternative ways seem to take very long time (according to Sundar 
Singh millions of ages), and seem to be very painful (for example 
the purgatory). How simple if death solves the problem of 
suffering, and the problem of evil. There is no eternal revenge in 



the being of nature. Those who want an eternal hell for such 
persons as Hitler, are sadists. 1 can, however, think that we are 
initiated, like a catharsis, to non-existence through a near-death 
experience in the dream world, which can be painful for people 
like Hitler. 

35. If God and Jesus exist in reality, why do they hide so well? It isn't 
very moral, if this is the case. Why this shadow essence, this play 
with the ignorance of people, and with the darkness? 

36. When the dreamless sleep is the prevailing during sleep, one could 
think that dreamless sleep (or non-existence) also is the prevailing 
after death, and that one has lucid dreams only in the transition to 
non-existence. 

37. Following quotation from Mellen Thomas Benedict's near-death 
experience (from the homepage www.near-death.com) says 
something of that it was a dream world he experienced: "The light 
kept changing into different figures, like Jesus, Buddha, Krishna, 
mandalas, archetypical images and signs". "The information 
transferred to me was that your beliefs shape the kind of feedback 
you are getting before the light." "I had become God.” "I was 
looking out of God's Eyes." "I knew I would be reincarnated." "So 
1 went through the reincarnation process expecting to be a baby 


somewhere." "These (the heavens, my remark) are thought form 
creations, that we have created." "In fact, this universe is God's 
dream." "Soon we will be able to live as long as we want to live in 
this body." 

38. ”In most exits from the body, every sensation is so heightened, that 
the physical world seems like a faint dream in comparison.” 

(Michael Raduga, in the book ” The Phase. A practical guidebook. 
Version 2.0”, October 2011. p. 497)) 

39. “1. The will of an almighty being is always fulfilled. 2. Every 
almighty benevolent being would like that evil disappeared. 
Therefore 3. If there would be an almighty being, evil would not 
exist. B ut 4. evil exist, therefore 5. a benevolent almighty being 
does not exist.” 

(from material from the course ”Critical thinking and

40. Why can't God heal all sick just now? Why this endless begging, 
without him answering? 

41. The fact that people meet God in their near-death experiences, 
indicates that these are lucid dreams, because God doesn't exist. 



42. The fact that the spirit in Johannes Greber's book ”Communication 
with the spirit world of God” (1932) defended the genocide of 
Israel on the inhabitants in Canaan/the enemies in the Books of 
Moses. 

43. The dumbness of the universe. If the spirit world would exist, then 
the universe would be crawling with life, with telepathy and 
revelations, contact with the dead ones of history, and of all kinds 
of parapsychological properties and phenomena. I had noticed it 
every day. 

44. Why hasn't the spiriseers helped Science to new progresses? Why 
do so few progresses come from the spirit world? 

45. Why hasn't the spirit world cared much about ecology, why hasn't 
it warned humanity for for example global warming? Or for Peak 
Oil? Or for the financial crisis 2008? Things that really mean 
something? Instead the spirit world has come with illusions like 
that about 21.12.2012. This indicates that the spirit world is a 
dream world. 

46. Some old humans says that they are ”full of years”. Not everyone 
wants to live eternally. 


47. The german spiritseer Rudolf Steiner said (freudian lapsus?) that 
life after death resembled the dream. The finnish psychic Samuli 
Aalto thought that the dream world and the spirit world was 
largely the same thing. The british psychic Craig Hamilton-Parker 
said also in a conversation with Richard Dawkins that his 
mediumship bears resemblance to dreaming. 

48. If one can enter the spirit world through drugs, it says something 
about how the spirit world is a product of the brain, when one 
tamper with the chemistry of the brain, one gets spirit world 
experiences. 

49. Everything has to have its end. No one can think of an eternal 
football game. 

50. Why have I never heard a squeak from my guardian ängels? 

51. The three heavens of the spiritseer Sadhu Sundar Singh was not 
the same as the three heavens of Emanuel Swedenborg. 

52. I have never seriously felt the presence of God, or the presence of 
Jesus. 



53. The Swedish psychic Per Ola Thornell's exposure of the Swedish 
psychic Anders Åkesson in the Swedish book “1 total sanning” 

(“In total truth”) 2012. 

54. ”Sometimes the dead person meets ”on the other side” friends, 
which in fact are alive.” 

(Evan Fales in "The Cambridge companion to Atheism", 2006, my 
translation to english from a finnish original) 

55. The American Eben Alexander said that the spirit world in his 
near-death experience was a ”dream world” (in his book “Proof of 
heaven. A neurosurgeon's joumey into the afterlife” 2012), even 
though he didn't actually believe that. A freudian lapsus? 

56. Rudolf Steiner said that Buddha did the same on Mars that Jesus 
did on earth. 

57. The Swedish psychic Per Ola Thornell wrote that the seances of 
the famous psychic David Thompson were similar to the physical 
seances of Anders Åkesson (in the book “In total truth”), which 
indicates that Thompson also cheats. Many New Age:rs consider 
him as their last card in the demonstration of the reality of the 
spirit world. 


58. If ordinary dreams can be so vi vid as the one I had on the night to 
19.1.2015, my Lord of the Rings-like dream, how much more 

vi vid aren't then the lucid dreams? ICs not stränge that they have 
been considered as a real spirit world. 

59. God could so easily have stopped my doomsday psychosis 2011, 
through revealing himself to me and showing how sick I was. Why 
didn't he do that? Why this total dumbness? And why didn't he 
hear my cry for help and did something the 11.11.2011 (the date 1 
had written on several walls)? 

60. The thing the Swedish psychic Anders Åkesson said in a telephone 
call with the Swedish psychic Per Ola Thornell, that he believed 
that all physical mediums cheated (from the book “In total truth”). 

61. Miklos Jako's exposure of the famous American psychic James 
van Praagh (is on youtube). He ordered a private seance with van 
Praagh on skype, and counted how many hits he got, and tested 
him with a lie about his deceased father. The youtubefilm is Jako T 
and van Praagh's conversation during the skype-seance. 

62. Why have psychics existed in the western world only for about 
150 years? ShouldnT one have practiced the profession through all 
ages? Resembles more a fad, a trend, which was caused by the 
intrusion into religion of Science and secularism, when spirit world 



believers sought for a straw to clutch at, and were exploited in this 
search by charlatans and frauds, i.e. ”psychics”. 

63. The finnish-swedish clairvoyant Isabella Södling Augustsson said 
that the spirits she saw didn't have so sharp features. Exactly as it 
should be if it's a question of dream visions. 

64. ”An interesting thing that Miklos says is also that if the best of all 
alleged spirit mediums (James van Praagh) makes so many 
mistakes (after a private seance with Miklos, my remark), and 
hardly brings something of value, then the lesser, less known and 
worse alleged spirit mediums have to be even worse.

65. There are at least twenty one prices (often at around 10 000- 

100 000 dollar) around the world that one c an win if one succeeds 
in proving the supernatural, under controlled circumstances (the 
money often offered by humanist- and skeptic associations). No 
one has won any of these prices. There has been even more prices 
through the history, with James Randi's one million dollar price as 
the most known. This price was available from 1996-2015, thus for 
nineteen years, but the challenge was terminated 2015, likely 


because one thought that if no one could win the price in nineteen 
years, then likely no one can ever win it. 

If one really can prove the existence of the paranormal, then one 
would be able to rake in the twenty one prices, worth several 
million dollars. 

I'm glad that there has been and exists today such prices, because 
it strengthens my conviction that the paranormal and supernatural 
likely don't exist. 

66. Lorna Byrne's vision about the heavenly library in the book 
”Angeis in my hair” (2016) was very clearly a hallucination. Says 
something about the rest of her visions. 

67. The fact that everything ends in death, fits well into how the rest of 
the universe works, for example the dumbness of the universe, its 
meaninglessness and amorality. 

68. Still one of the many contradictions in the visions of spiritseers; 
Julian of Norwich believed in three persons in the trinity, while 
Swedenborg was modalist (believing that God is only one person, 
but have different manifestations). That one can be a righteous 
catholic in the fourtheenth century and yet spiritseer, like Julian, 
says something about the subjective nature of the spiritseerness. 
Julian also believed in corporal punishment of children. It demands 



something to be a righteous catholic and spiritseer in the time of 
the inquisition, I mean how can one like a church which tortures 
the heretics? 

69. If God and the spirit world/the supernatural would exist, then 
surely the newspapers would write about it. Daily and much. 

70. The testimony of James Randi (b. 1928). James Randi is a magician 
who has systematically exposed persons who say they have 
paranormal abilities, like for example Uri Geller and Peter Popoff. 

71. The difficulties of the theologian John Hick (1922-2012) to 
imagine life after death in his great book about the subject, ”Death 
and the etemal life” (1976). 

72. Why hasn't Elias Aslaksen (1888-1976) or J.O. Smith (1871-1943) 
or my deceased grandpa showed themselves for my father, and 
conversed with him? (Aslaksen and Smith were leaders in Smith's 
Friends, the mother congregation of my parents. My father has 
very strong ties to them, and considers his little house church as 
one of the only true Smith 's Friends left) 

73. The testimony of Michael Persinger (b. 1945). Michael Persinger is 
a neuroscientist who with his ”God Helmet” succeeded in 


artificially inducing near-death experiences/out-of-body- 
experiences. 

74. The near-death experience of the indian Durga Jatav, which he 
thought resembled a dream. 

75. The experiment with the near-death experience of rats (there is an 
article about it on the web: ”Brains of dying rats yields clues about 
near death experiences”, at www.npr.org). There was a burst of 
brain activity just after the heart of the rats stopped. 

76. Mangal Singh 's near-death-experience, which he thought he had 
when he slept. 

77. If Swedenborg and Sadhu Sundar Singh really talked with real 
ängels and deceased saints, how could it be that they, after all 
revelation of truth, still were fundamentalists? ShouldnT the ängels 
have taught them a little biblical criticism, a little common sense? 
But no, instead only pure blue-eyedness. 

78. Why don't God/Jesus talk directly to us in our dreams? Isn't our 
dreams the closest we come to the spirit world in the daily life? 



79. Someone should have got the Nobel Price for proving the 
existence of God or the spirit world or the soul. That this is not the 
case, says a lot. 

80. That we still haven't managed to capture the spirit world in 
pictures or in videocamera despite over one century of 
documentation of reality. 

81. "Because we are built from the same flesh and blood and DNA 
that forms nonhuman animals, and share their evolutionary origins, 
their mortality implies our mortality” 

(the philosopher Keith Augustine in the book "The myth of an 
afterlife. The case against Life after Death, 2015, page 3). 

82. The parapsychologist, atheist and skeptic Susan BlackmoreN 
(b. 1951) testimony. Blackmore had a transforming out-of-body- 
experience in her youth, and engaged then in parapsychology to 
prove the existence of the supernatural, but came at last to the 
conclusion that there was not a single proof for the paranormal, 
after which she left parapsychology, after almost thirty years of 
research. 


83. The man who thought he was in heaven and met Africans who 
sang in a choir, which all had become white. They meant that all 
blacks became white in heaven. 

84. The peculiarities in Roberts Liardon's visit to heaven. The pills on 
whose packages were written ”overdose of the Holy Spirit”, and 
the house with all the body parts, that we on earth should ask to 
have, or ”claim”, if we lacked a body part. The latter peculiarity 
figured also in Sven-Erik Syrén's dream vision about heaven. 

85. ”Divine intervention claims most often concern systems and events 
for which we have poor predictive capabilities, for example 
weather, sports, health and social/economic interactions. Such 
claims are rarely made in relation to those things we can accurately 
predict and test e.g. the motion of celestial bodies, boiling point of 
water, and pull of gravity. If a god is constantly intervening in the 
universe it supposedly created, then it is with such ambiguity as to 
appear completely indistinguishable from normal background 
chance.”

87. If the spirit world would be an objective reality, we would long 
ago have a spirit technology, because the scientists and 
technologists then would benefit from the spirit world, and create 
technology out of it. B ut we have no spirit technology, not the very 
least. Yes, the spirit world and technology are even completely 
incompatible quantities, they can't be thought together. 

88. If life is eternal, it means that we are forced to live forever, 
whether we want or not. But this goes against the freedom of man, 
the freedom to die if we don't cope with life any more, the ultimate 
freedom. 

89. When one asks for documentation on film and camera of ghosts 
and ängels, the believers often clutch at desperate straws like 
“orbs”, small light balls on photographies, which have completely 
mundande explanations. Do the believers really have no better 
things to come up with? The spirit photographs with spirits on 
them that one refers to all turn up to be manipulated when one 


does a more careful investigation, or then they are double 
exposures or shadows or something else. Not one spirit photograph 
is accepted as genuine by Science. 

90. Why has God or Jesus almost never spöken through their prophets 
about the environmental problems, Peak Oil or climate change? 
They should have warned us already in the eighteenth century, 
when the processes began which lead to the environmental 
problems, especially climate change. 

91. "“Extraordinary claims need extraordinary evidence.”

Since god’s existence is an extraordinary claim, perhaps the most 
extraordinary claim, proving it requires equally extraordinary 
evidence.”

98. The similarities between abductions by aliens and near-death 
experiences. 

99. Eternal life makes life here and now cheap. An eternity in heaven 
would in the long run be insufferable. 

100. As long as one thinks about god in a fantasy context, with for 
example heaven and hell, he is pretty logical. But immediately 
when one takes him to our world (think god on youtube, god on 
Facebook), he becomes absurd. 

101. The peculiarities in Mary BaxtcCs visit to heaven (from the book 
”A divine revelation of heaven” 1998): God's throne (she saw 
God!), the river of Life. Why do Mary Baxter's spirit world agree 
almost totally with the Bible? Why is everything like in the Book 
of Revelation? ”The perfection of his word”. Mary Baxter 



remained fundamentalist after her revelation. She saw singing 
flowers and horses who bowed their knees and praised the Lord. 
"Heaven is completely free of impurities and imperfections. It is 
perfect in every sense of the word.." "Divine, perfect order and 
purpose characterize everything that happens in heaven." 

Mary saw the patriarchs in heaven, as they were after the 
resurrection. Mary believed in the bloody, forensic atonement 
doctrine. Mary saw the four living beings around the throne of 
God. And the pearly gate. She saw the 24 elders around the throne 
also (all this as in the book of Revelation). She saw doomsday. 

She saw the peculiar vision where the slaughtered body of Jesus 
grew as big as the whole heaven, and was filled with humans. She 
saw a baby that on the altar before God's throne became a young 
man in a short while. "I knew in my heart that the image of the 
man that I saw in the clouds was the representation of God." "An 
angel would have a huge Bible in his hands.” 

102. "According to Rudolf Steiner, people existed on Earth since the 
creation of the planet".

103. "If ghosts are human souls, why do they appear clothed and with 
(presumably soulless) inanimate objects like hats, canes and 
dresses - not to mention the many reports of ghost trains, cars and 
carriages?" 

(Benjamin Radford) 

104. "If we have free will on earth, will we have free will in heaven? 

If so, might we sin and go from heaven to hell? If not, will we be 
heavenly robots? If God can make us sinless in heaven, why 
didn't he create us sinless on earth ?” 

(Herb Silverman) 

105. "If there were a god or a set of Gods, they would necessarily have 
to leave behind a tremendous amount of evidence, but none of that 
is happening in our world." "God has never left any physical 
evidence of his existence on earth."

106. There does not read anything about God/Jesus in our course book 
in biology at high school, even though biology is the ”doctrine of 



life”, and God/Jesus is supposed to be the origin of life. This 
silence is speaking. 

107. The peculiarities in Mary Baxter's visit to heaven (continued): 
"Soon I (Jesus, my remark) will return and take back with Me to 
heaven the righteous dead first. Then after them, those who are 
alive and remain will be caught up to be with Me in the air.

She saw 
Abraham. "Choo Thomas' book affirms that fish are the only that 
die in Heaven. Souls in Heaven have to catch fish in order to grill 
them and eat them." (from a Wikipedia-article about Choo in 
2015). "The Lord had told me during the preceding national 
election year in the United States that George Bush (the younger, 
my remark) was His chosen man for the lastdays president." (from 
the same Wikipedia-article) "Thomas' book States that all people 
who did not know Jesus will go to Hell, although they have been 
good people.” (from the same Wikipedia-article) Observe that this 
goes completely against Emanuel Swedenborg's view on this 
question. "Thomas' book States that sickness is often a sign of sin, 
and that those who are sick need to cast out the devil, pray, search 
their hearts for sin, and repent. Sickness and problems in one's 



life are also caused by the devil." (from the same Wikipedia- 
article) 

"One of her accounts States that heaven contains a large, 
warehouse type room, where all aborted babies are kept. Thomas 
claims that Jesus tells her "1 do not like abortion", but if the 
mothers of these babies are saved, then they can have their babies 
back. If these women are not saved, then the babies will receive 
new mothers from those women who are saved and go to heaven." 
(from the same Wikipedia-article) 

111. The testimony of Oliver Sacks (1933-2015) about hallucinations. 
Sacks was a world famous neurologist from England, author of a 
number of internationally spread books, among them one with the 
name ”Hallucinations” (2012), where he gets to the bottom of the 
hallucination as a phenomenon. Sacks is atheist, and belives that 
all apparitions and visions and spirit world experiences are 
hallucinations, creations of our brain. This after thorough research 
into the phenomenon, which weigh heavily. 

112. The peculiarities in Mary Baxter's visit to hell (from the book “A 
divine revelation of hell”, 1997): Why didn't Jesus rescue the man 
in the coffin from the torture of the demons, even though Mary 
had prayed him to do that? Instead he said something about that 


the man had deserved it. 

"One of her (a woman in hell, my remark) magical tricks (on 
earth, my remark) was to change from a young woman, to a 
middle-aged woman, to an old woman, - even to an old man."

That Jesus abandoned Mary Baxter in hell, so that Mary believed 
that she was lost forever.

”"And if you were blind on earth, you will be blind in hell" (if you 
end there, my remark).

And the hell 
of Joseph Smith is more humane than Mary Baxter's hell, because 
there it is only a few individuals who get lost forever, those who 
are thrown into the ”outer darkness”.

Mary Baxter and Choo Thomas describe the throne of God in 
different ways, as if it was completely different things they spoke 
about. 


"fm sorry, my daughter. There is nothing I can do for those who 
don't know me (and are in hell, my remark)." (Jesus to Choo) 

Choo Thomas met Abraham in heaven, and he was an old man. 
Do not all old become young in heaven? 

"How can you be everywhere?" (Choo to Jesus) -"I can be 
anywhere in the twinkling of an eye." (Jesus) 

"My omnipresent and omnipotent Lord was able to be present 
everywhere - in several different churches at the same time." 
(Choo) 

116. The peculiarities in Roland Buck's visit to heaven (described in 
his book “Ängels on assignment” 2005). Roland Buck got to see 
the biblical AbrahanTs and Sarah's ”files” in heaven, i.e. their 
history stored in ”files”. 

God wrote down 120 things that would happen in Roland's life. 

Nothing of what he (Buck) experienced collided with the word of 
God, but everything stood in relation to what the Bible had said, 
Roland argued. The ängels told him that there never before in the 
world of eternity had been such an intensive activity in heaven as 



just now (in the seventies). It was the same feeling now as it was 
before the first coming of Jesus to earth. And soon Jesus would 
return to take home his church (Seelig). This collides with 
Swedenborg's view, among other things. 

117. The peculiarities in Choo Thomas' visit to heaven (from the book 
”Heaven is so real. Expanded with testimonials” 2010) 
(continued): 

The incident with the sea that was the dirty blood of Jesus. That it 
was like Choo and Jesus dated each other. That Jesus said 
”sweetheart” to Choo eight times. 

"He (Jesus) is angry towards those who do not believe. That is 
why he has commissioned me to write this book." (Choo) 

"Every word in this book is true," (Choo about her book "Heaven 
is so Real") 

”"Heaven is so real" will be the last chance for people to realize 
how soon I am coming for my people." (Jesus to Choo) 


"The book (Heaven is so real) is Lord Jesus' end time book and 
He wants all Christians to read it and witness with it to others so 
they can prepare for His coming." (Choo) 

118. Why hadn't Roland Buck pictures of God's scroll (he argued that 
he got such a scroll from heaven, and brought it with him to earth) 
or the ashes that it was transformed into, or the footprints in the 
snow after the angel Michael and the other ängels (they had left 
such footprints when they visited Buck on earth). It was in the 
seventies, and the camera was already common! 

119. " After sixty years’ experience and personal acquaintance with 
most of the leading parapsychologists of that period I do not think 
I could name half a dozen whom I could call objective students 
who honestly wished to discover the truth. The great majority 
wanted to prove something or other: They wanted the phenomena 
into which they were inquiring to serve some purpose in 
supporting preconceived theories of their own."

122. ..."they (the ängels, my remark) showed me the faces of these 
creatures (demons, my remark) and that many of these horrible 
beings are already shown to us on television. These beings were 


MONSTROUSH I saw the Thundercats and Power Rangers and 
caricatures from animations and horror movies in real life. All of 
the creators of these movies and animations have formed a pact 
with the de vil to produce these things for television and cinema!! 
All of those drawings come from that spiritual realm that 1 
experienced. Why do you think that nowadays children are so 
rebellious?? lt's because those demons enter into your children as 
they view these shows that depict them.” 

"He (Jesus) knows everything that we do..." "Then 1 saw true 
believes praying over cripples without legs and commanding the 
limbs to grow. The limbs would obey and grow before their eyes." 

(from ”8 hours in Heaven”, by Ricardo Cid, about his visit to 
heaven and hell, at the homepage www.endtimerevelations.org/) 

123. In Angelica Zambrano's visit to heaven and hell (from the 

homepage www.endtimerevelations.org) Jesus said that most of 
humanity will get lost. Angelica saw an eight year old boy 
tortured in fire in hell. "I saw demons around this boy, that 
resembled cartoon figures. There was Dragon, BoyZ, BenlO, 
Pokemon, Doral etc." Angelica wrote that one have to punish the 
child corporally when he/she doesn't obey. Angelica saw the 
biblical David, Joshua, Moses, Abraham and Sara, in heaven. 



"Then suddenly I saw thousands of people disappearing. Pregnant 
women had their pregnancy disappear, and they looked like they 
had gone crazy screaming." (about the ”Rapture”) 

124. Why haven't God/Jesus built a visible ”station” on earth, 
surrounded by visible angeis, to facilitate communication between 
the spirit world and earth? Why do we only have these dopey 
prophets and psychics as the link between heaven and earth? 

125. Sadhu Sundar Singh said in the book “Visions from the spiritual 
world” 1926, that death was like sleep when it takes over a man. 

A freudian lapsus? Death-sleep. Spirit world - dream world? 

126. The fact that people meet Jesus in their near-death experiences, 
indicates that these are hallucinations, because Jesus has never 
existed. 

127. Susan Blackmore about her out-of-body experience (at the 
homepage www.near-death.com): "The body was now very clear 
but not much like me really. " "The next day I tried to check up on 
things I had seen and immediately discovered that some were 
wrong. For example, I had "seen" old metal gutters on the roofs of 
the college when in the morning I realised that they were modern 
white plastic ones. 1 had seemed to travel through rooms above 
VickFs room which were not in fact there, and had seen chimneys 


which did not exist." "I then decided to try to visit my home in 
England and seemed to travel there and saw people cooking in my 
kitchen. I recorded what I saw, but when asked them later 1 
learned that they had not been cooking there at the time.” 

128. The peculiarities in Loma Bymes's book ”Stairways to heaven” 
(2011), where she writes that she thinks Satan has been born on 
this planet, assumed human body. In this she contradiets 
Swedenborg, who argued that Satan does not personally exist. 

129. If spirits would exist, the famous persons of history would 
probably reveal themselves for the historians and biographers and 
try to correct the errors in their books. And some spirits would 
maybe enter internet, and open a Facebook-profile. But we see 
nothing of this. 

130. If the supernatural would exist, then the newspapers would write 
about it every day, and 1 would notice it every day in my own life. 
But what's the case here? Almost not a word in the newspapers, 
and not a squeak from the supernatural in my daily life, not even 
at night in my dreams. 

131. "And why does God need arguments, anyway? Why does God 
need people to make his arguments for him? Why can’t he just 
reveal his true self, clearly and unequivocally, and settle the 



question once and for all? If God existed, why wouldn't it just be 
obvious?” 

(Greta Christina from the book ”Why are you atheists so angry? 

99 things that piss off the godless” 2012) 

132. Isn't it clear that Vassula Rydén's (b. 1942) channelled Jesus 
stems from hallucination and the dream world, when he even calls 
upon the world to submit to the pope? How big is not the 
difference between the papal Jesus of Rydén and the homeless 
carpenter from Nazareth (if he has existed), who much more 
resembles an anarchist rebel than the pope? 

133. If Jesus would give an interview on Youtube, it would soon get 
many billion views, and it would become the most famous 
youtubefilm ever. Why do there not exist any such youtubevideo? 
Doesn’t the lack of such a youtubevideo says something about 
what exist and what doesn't?

135. Why doesn't Jesus bind Satan immediately in the hell of Mary 
Baxter? He can and will anyway bind him at last, according to 
Baxter. Why do Jesus allow millennium after mi llen ni um of 
Satan 's torture and rule of terror? 

136. "Repent", He (Jesus, my remark) said, "for I am a jelous God. 
Nothing can be placed before your worship of Me..." (Mary 
Baxter in her book about hell). What kind of Jesus is it who 
demands that one shall worship him and no one else? Not a very 
humble Jesus. More like a tyrant. 



137. Mary Baxter got to see many visions during her visit to heaven 
and hell, visions which clearly weren't real events (she understood 
this herself).

140. The fact that Islam is such a corrupt religion, indicates that God 
does not exist, because if he did, wouldn't God correct the errors 
in Islam? 

141. If the spirit of man really exist, when in evolution did we get it? 
Do the animals also have spirits? Do insects have spirits? Do 
mosquitos also come to heaven? 

142. Hindus see Vishnu, Krishna, Shiva and Kali in their visions from 
the spirit world. If they are hallucinations, isn't it then a big 
chance that visions of Jesus and Jehovah also are hallucinations? 
The hindu saint Ramakrishna saw the mother goddess Kali ”in the 


spirit”, completely what one could expect if the spirit world is 
hallucinatory, where one sees what one expect to see. 

143. Countless civilizations has come and gone, and none of their gods 
rescued them. 

144. "There's no better evidence for ghosts today than there was 
yesterday, last week, last month or two centuries ago" 

(Benjamin Radford in the article “”Are ghosts real? Evidence has 
not materialized”, på www.livescience.com) 

145. In Mary Baxter's visit to hell Jesus condemns homosexuality, Is 
this like Jesus? 

146. "I know all things" (Jesus to Mary Baxter in her book about hell) 

147. In the hell of Mary Baxter, a hindu couldn't enter heaven after 
death, because she was hindu. It didn't help that she repented her 
hinduism after death, Jesus said that it was too late then. What a 
cruel God! 

148. If the voices and visions of the mentally ill do not have anything 
to do with reality, the step isn't long to conclude that the voices 



and visions of the “healthy ones” do not have anything to do with 
reality (what objectively exist). 

149. The fact that I have never experienced anything supernatural, and 
the fact that some (for example George de Benneville and Jane 
Leade) have seen Adam and Eve in the spirit world, should be 
enough for me to lose faith in the supernatural. 

150. That Jesus from Nazareth probably is not a historical person, but a 
mythical figure. This according to historian Richard Carrier, 
Ph.D. (b. 1969) and professor of theology Robert Price (b. 1954), 
among many other intellectuals. 

151. A radio man, I have forgotten his name, made drum traveis to the 
spirit world. In this world he met ”gods”, among other things. 

152. Lorna Byrne's vision about the heavenly library (in the book 
”Angeis in my hair”2011), when she saw God coming down the 
stairs, upset.

153. If Sven-Erik Syrén (in his book “Jag såg in i himlen” “I saw into 
heaven” 2007) named his spirit world experience unveiling for a 
”dream vision”, what prevents one from naming also the 
experiences of other spiritseers as ”dream visions”? 

154. In Bernarda Fernandez'visit to heaven (at the homepage 
www.endtimerevelations.org) Jesus says: "I Am the God of 
Abraham, the God of Moses, the God of Elijah, the One who 
caused fire to fall from heaven; I have not changed." 

155. Why doesn't God say anything about ”Near-term human 
extinction” through his prophets? Why does the warnings only 
come from secular scientists? 

156. In Bernarda Fernandez'visit to heaven (at the same homepage) 
Jesus says while he criticizes pastors: ” Those pastors were not 
preaching my word as it is written." Is Jesus a fundamentalist? "It 
must be preached as it is written", he says. 

157. Choo Thomas and Victoria Nehale both met an old Abraham in 
heaven. In Bernarda Fernandez visit to heaven she met a young 
Abraham, about 25 years old. 



158. Bernarda Femandez saw one on earth living, Adolfo, in the spirit 
world (in the same visit to heaven). 

159. Jesus to Bernarda: "Do you know why the devils succeed in 
causing my servants to fall? It is because my servants do not give 
me all the glory. They steal my glory and become proud" (from 
the same visit to heaven). Something of an aspiring Jesus. 

160. The buddhist who met Saint Peter in heaven (at the homepage 
endtimerevelations.org), and Peter had the keys to heaven. Sounds 
mythical? He also got to witness how God created Adam, this is 
also very mythical! 

161. The big difference between the near-death-experiences of 
Westerners and Asiatics. 

162. What Bruce Greyson writes (in the book “The Near-Death 
Experience: A Reader” by Bailey, L. W. & Yates, J. (Eds.) 1996). 
about the negative near-death experiences, that sometimes people 
experience in their spirit world experiences a total emptiness and 
non-existence, where they are convicted that the physical world 
never has existed. 


163. Rebecka Springer suggested that she was two years in heaven, 
even though only a few days had passed on earth (in the book 
“Within heaven's gates” 1984). 

164. Sadhu Sundar Singh, a spiritseer, thought homosexuality was 
immoral. 

165. In Anna Rountrees visit to heaven (in the book ”The heavens 
opened, 1999) she saw God on his throne in a ”throne room”. God 
was a man, and he was separate from Jesus, those two were 
different persons, which contradiets Swedenborg. Anna had a very 
intimate encounter with the almighty, and even sat on his knee. 
According to the spirit seeer Sadhu Sundar Singh one cannot see 
God in the spirit world, only Jesus. 

166. Anna Rountree writes in her book about her visit to heaven that 
”man is the head in these complex cherubes because she was 
chosen by God to rule over the rest of the living ereation.”

168. God to Anna Rountree about the sword that he gave her: . .It 
can block or open the way to the Tree of Life.” (in the same book) 

169. Anna Rountree saw dragons in hell (in the same book). 

170. Anna Rountree flied on a speaking eagle in the spirit world (in 
the same book). The eagle had been Jesus, who had transformed 
to a white eagle. 

171. The peculiarities in Betty J. Eadie's visit to heaven (in the book 
”Embraced by the light” 1994, the quotations here are translated 
from my swedish edition): ”1 understood that we in no way have 
the right to criticize any church or religion.” ”As an answer he 
(Jesus) let me remember the creation of the earth.. .He wanted that 
I would know how it felt when the creation act took place.” ”All 
people parttook in the creation of the earth in form of spirits 
before the perishable world existed.””lt was important for me to 
understand that we all have helped to create the conditions here.” 
(even the cruelty of evolution?) ”1 saw that we in the spirit world 
knew, yes even chose our tasks here in life.” (so the afroamerican 
slaves in the eighteenth century chose their slavery?) ”1 got to see 
that there existed a Garden of Eden, and I got to see that decisions 
made there created circumstances which made eternal life in the 
perishable world impossible.” ”To my surprise 1 saw that most of 


us had chosen the sicknesses that would hit us.””Through only 
thinking of a subject.. .1 got all the knowledge in the subject. 1 
could get detailed information about anybody in the history - or 
even in the spirit world.” Eadie believed that Adam and Eve were 
real persons: .. .”while I watched the creation of earth. Then I had 
acknowledged the differences between Adam and Eve.” ” 1 didn't 
only relive my own feelings in every moment (in Betty's life 
review, my remark) but also what others in my surroundings had 
felt. 1 experienced their thoughts and feelings for me.” 

172. The spiritseer Gabriele Wittek (b. 1933) raised an incredible 
magnificent temple to honor herself (?) and her doctrine. And this 
at the same time as she channeled Jesus! 

173. Because God and the spirit world has not materialized for the 
scientists, for the physicists, so that they can experment with them 
and prove their existence. 

174. If God existed, he would be smart enough to realise that the 
smartest thing he can do is to make himself and his will known for 
humanity, for everyone at the same time, simultaneously, so that 
among humans there wouldn't be any doubt in the issue. But this 
has not happened.

207. In one of the revelations of Saint Bridget the virgin Mary spoke 
like this: ”.. .we saw often a wonderful light shine around him 
(Jesus) and heard angel voices sing above his head. We also saw, 
how filthy spirits, which could not be expelled by those in our law 
well-tried conjurers, by the sight of the presence of my Son, left 


the obsessed” (In the book “Heliga Birgittas uppenbarelser” “The 
revelations of Saint Bridget” 2008). Virgin Mary also tells in 
another revelation about how her body was taken up to heaven a 
time after the death and resurrection of Jesus . And then she tells 
that at the death of Jesus many deceased resurrected from the 
dead, that she saw them. 

208. That Saint Bridget is a faithful catholic in all her revelations. 

209. In one of the revelations of Saint Bridget Christ defends the 
crusades, and asks the king to use ”the sword of justice” if the 
pagans do not want to convert in a peaceful way.

219. That near-death experiences occur in people who are not near 
death. 

220. The incident when my girlfriend Titti Spaltro saw (hallucinated) 
twoo moons, and it was so real that she believed that the earth had 



received two moons. Then it's not so stränge that Swedenborg 
believed that his spirit world was real and objective. 

221. Why do the ghosts never show themselves clearly in all the 
countless ”ghost photographs” that have been ”taken”. Why are 
they so unclear and foggy in these pictures? If they really exist, 
they should at least show themselves clearly, and so that BBC can 
film them, and maybe give an occasional interview now and then? 
Why do so many alleged ghost photographs have been exposed as 
frauds, which gets one to wonder if all are either frauds, or depend 
on other things (double exposures etc.) than real ghosts.

DMT is abundantly 
released in near-death-experiences, according to Rick Strassman, 
M.D., in his book “DMT: The spirit molecule” 2001. 

Omniscience isn't possible, so these experiences at the brink of 
death have to happen in the fantasy of a human. 

224. “Is God in everything, he suffers 
in thousands of souls, 
infinitely forever 

the eternal anguish of hell?”

225. 1 have read and researched a lot about the existence of God and 
the spirit world. When I think about it, however, I think it's a little 
ridiculous. Why should one need that? It suffices with one single, 
spontaneous, intuitive insight, that there cannot exist anything that 
breaks the laws of nature. So simple it is indeed. It doesn't require 
more than a little intuitive common sense. One single intuitive 
thought, then the question is settled.

new psychoses. Religion is namely, for me, mostly, systematic 
psychosis, systematic thought viruses.

226. No believer throughout history has succeeded in getting hold of 
and showing the surrounding world one puny relic, papyrus scroll 
or object from the spirit world. Isn't that a sufficient proof that the 
spirit world exists in fantasy, not in reality? The earth is five 
billion years old, so God has thus had five billion years to produce 
some sort of spirit artefact as gift to his wretched human creations. 

227. Robert A. Monroe, a man who experienced thousands of out-of- 
body-experiences during his lifetime, and learned to induce them 
at will, experienced a time travel in one of his out-of body 
experiences, described in the book “Ultimate joumey” (Harmony 
1994). He went almost a million years back in time, and 
encountered primeval humans in a great valley, fifteen kilometers 
long and ten kilometer wide. Two million people lived in that 
valley, and it was all people that existed on earth by then. They 
were all naked. They had roads between the trees, and some sort 
of flowerbeds. The animals were their children, and when they 
whistled at them, they came forth, all kinds of animals. These 
people were immortal, and they could direct wheather and wind, 
thunder and lightning. 



Isn't it clear that this took place in the fantasy of Monroe, in the 
dream world, based on what we know about humanity one million 
years ago? 

228. Robert A. Monroe says in his book “Ultimate Joumey”, that 
“Regarding the question where one goes and what one does in the 
out-of-body State, there seems to be no limits.” lt's only fantasy 
and dream which are without limits, reality is full of them. 

229. Robert A. Monroe met in one of his out-of-body experiences a 
being (called Heshe) who lived in the physical on earth, who was 
1800 years old and never neither slept or ate. 

230. Robert A. Monroe tells in the book “Ultimate joumey” that he in 
the spirit world met his former incarnations (he believes in 
reincarnation), maybe thousand or more, a group of spirit beings 
who all had been him, who all were him. 

231. In the near-death experience of Eben Alexander (where he visited 
heaven), described in the book “Proof of heaven. A 
neurosurgeon's joumey into the afterlife” 2012, he flied on a big 
butterfly together with a lovely woman, who said to him among 
other things “There is nothing you can do wrong.” (she meant 


“here”, in heaven). What an evident lie! Of course we can err in 
heaven, if it would exist! And this shall somehow be a revelation 
of heaven to humanity! It says something about the character of 
the near-death experience, that it probably took place in 
Alexander's fantasy. If he had been in a real spirit world heaven, 
with a real angel or heavenly spirit, he probably hadn't received 
such false messages. 

232. Robert A. Monroe tells in his book “Ultimate joumey” that he 
travelled 1500 years into the future. Time traveis aren't possible, 
thus Monroe's spirit world have to be fantasized. 

233. If now God and the Devil exist, why are they not on Facebook? 
They would each easily be able to create a profile on Facebook, 
and chat with various people, and obtain friends there. God to fix 
the problems of the world, the Devil to tempt people (just think if 
you got a message from the Devil on Facebook, where it reads 
“work, work, work, shop, shop, shop”). Maybe God and the Devil 
would have a long debate on Facebook. 

It 's characteristic that no spirits at all have a Facebook profile. 
WouldnT it be easy for them to open such ones? It's just to log in 
on some library Computer with their spirit hands. Or can't spirit 
hands push on keyboards? They should be able to touch objects 



and move objects (think of the alleged poltergeist phenomenon, 
where spirits supposedly rage quite physically). But I have never 
received a Facebook-message from any spirit. I have, however, 
never seen or heard a spirit in all my life, never a squeak from 
any such. What doesn't this say? Would they exist, I would have 
heard from them, at least when I have been in danger, as for 
example during my doomsday psychoses. 

234. "The existence of a realm beyond matter could be easily 
demonstrated by someone returning from an NDE, OBE or other 
religious experience with important information about the world 
that she or no one else could possibly have known, and then have 
that knowledge verified scientifically. With millions of such 
experiences yearly you would expect a few to result in verifiable 
knowledge if they had anything at all to do with an immaterial 
reality. So far none have, making this a strong, empirical 
argument against the existence of such a realm."

If one want to search for proofs for the spirit world, then Swedenborg is 
the first and last one turns to. If he doesn't have the proof, then nobody 
has. Yes, Swedenborg was in many ways my last hope. my last resort. And 
it has turned out that he has not the proof that I demanded. By Swedenborg 
the question of the existence of the spirit world is settled, and it has for me 
received a negative verdict after persistent investigation in Swedenborg 
and his texts. Now 1 will look at all the reasons I have found for why 
Swedenborg only hallucinated: 


Why I believe Emanuel Swedenborg 

hallucinated 

I have been very preoccupied with Emanuel Swedenborg (1688-1772) 
throughout the years. He has appeared to me as the foremost spiritseer 
throughout the ages. Swedenborg was a scientist who in his fiftyfifth year 
began to hear voices and see visions (1743). Since then he conversed every 
day with spirits and ängels until his death 1772, and wrote meters after 
meters of shelf space with bible commentaries and theological writings 
where he laid out what he had gotten out of these conversations. 


1. In Swedenborg's first vision the room changed, and Swedenborg 
saw all kinds of disgusting animals creeping on the floor (he was 
sitting and eating in a restaurant in London 1743) . That the room 
is changed is typical for hallucinations and the dream world, where 
everything is a little different than in reality. The animals on the 
floor are very hallucinatory and dreamlike, too. ”Don't eat too 
much” (which the man in the hallucination said to Swedenborg) is 
also dreamlike. And the man who said it, God/Jesus, revealed 
himself for Swedenborg the same night in a dream. 

2. The first time heaven and hell opened themselves for Swedenborg, 
was in the night. 



3. Swedenborg's book ”De cultu et amore Dei” (“On the worship and 
love of God”) 1745 gives an indication about what track 
Swedenborg's literary work would take after that book: the reverie, 
the dream, the fantasy. 

4. Swedenborg used breathing techniques to come in contact with the 
spirit world. 

5. Commentary to Swedenborg 's modalist christology: how likely is 
it that an infinite God. the creator of a infinite cosmos, becomes a 
man in a humble carpenter in Nazareth in Palestine 2000 years 
ago? 

6. Almost nothing of what Swedenborg saw and heard of the spirit 
world, have been confirmed by other spiritseers, like for example 
Rudolf Steiner and Gabriele Wittek. 

7. The german philosopher Immanuel Kant suggested, correctly, that 
the spirit world of Swedenborg only were dreams, in the book 
”Dreams of a spirit seer” 1766. This he said before ”lucid 
dreaming” had become cornmon knowledge in the academia. 

8. Swedenborg was contradictory. In certain places in his writings he 
believes in etemal hell, in others he doesn't. 


9. Swedenborg says himself that some of his experiences took place 
in the border between dream and awakeness, exactly like lucid 
dreams and hallucinations. 

10. Swedenborg has been diagnosed as mentally ill (schizophrenic, 
among other things), among others by Immanuel Kant 
(philosopher), Emil Kléen (the physician), Karl Jaspers 
(psychiatrist and philosopher), Sten Lindroth (historian of ideas), 
Johan Henrik Kellgren (poet), Henry Maudsley (psychiatrist and 
philosopher), Dr. H. B. Rosenbuch, John Wesley (the founder of 
methodism), J.Johnson (psychiatrist) and Wilson van Dusen 
(psychologist). But I think it 's wrong to categorize people in 
mentally ill and mentally healthy, it becomes arbitrary, so I'm 
critical to using the power abusive terminology of psychiatry to 
categorize Swedenborg. I would only say that he was odd, with 
stränge delusions and hallucinations, but otherwise completely 
sane and capable to live a normal life. No one is sick in the way 
many psychiatrists throughout history have believed we are sick - 
helplessly psychically lost, ready for the madhouse for life. 

11. The peculiarities in many of the visions and views of Swedenborg, 
like that the ”last judgment” took place in the spirit world in 1757, 
and that Swedenborg's bible exegesis was the return of Jesus. 



12. Swedenborg's allegorical method of bible exegesis is highly 
speculative and unscientific. It is so clear that he reads his 
philosophy into the text. And one word hasn't the same allegorical 
meaning everywhere in the bible, as Swedenborg believed. 
Swedenborg treats the scripture as if it was completely 
homogenous and uncontradictory. He is in fact a little 
fundamentalistic here. There is not a trace of biblical criticism in 
his writings. 

13. My professor in theology at Åbo Academy University (Finland), 
Tage Kurten's rejection of Swedenborg with ”He is a fantast”. 

14. Swedenborg met in his astral traveis humans who had lived on 
several other planets in our solar system, for example marsians. 
This is one of the clearest indicators that Swedenborg's spirit 
world was a dream world, because Science hasn't found any life on 
the other planets in our solar system. Swedenborg suggested that 
all planets in the universe were inhabited by humans, a pretty 
unbelievable statement on the basis of what we know about the 
universe in astronomy, astrophysics and astrobiology. 

15. Johan Henrik Kellgren's rejection of Swedenborg in the poem 
”Being crazy doesn't make you a genius” (“Man äger ej snille for 
det man är galen”) 1787. 


16. Why has Swedenborg nothing to say about evolution, why wasn't 
he informed about such scientific discoveries by the ängels? Why 
nothing about environmental problems and ecology? God should 
have warned us through Swedenborg for industrialisnTs horrible 
effects in the long run. 

17. "The experiences (of Swedenborg, my remark) took place in the 
borderland States between sleep and wakefulness, either as he was 
going to sleep, or as he was awakening. In this twilight State of 
consciousness, he found himself transported to other realms and 
able to talk to the dead and spirits." "Although the experiences 
took place in a State of semi-sleep, he maintained that he was fully 
aware of what he was doing. Over time he learned how to astral 
travel at will and not depend on the sleep State. He used his 
breathing to begin and control his journeys.

20. ”Martin Lamm, the foremost interpreter of Swedenborg in the 
Nordic countries, is full of a loving skepticism and calls the spirit 
revelations of Swedenborg ”objective manifestations of his own 
thought world. an unconscious continuation in the dream and 
hallucination of his conscious speculation” 

(Olof Lagercrantz) 

21. There is a correspondence between Mary Baxter's, E.G.White's 
and Swedenborg's hallucinations. If Mary BaxtcLs and 
E.G.White's spirit world was a hallucinated dream world, then 
wasn't Swedenborg's spirit world that also? 

22. Swedenborg could never scientifically prove that there was a life 
after death, even though he was a scientist. 


23. Swedenborg believed that God created the universe only for the 
sake of man, and that heaven had the shape of a man - 
anthropocentrism. 

24. Swedenborg believed that Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, Esau, 
Rebecka, Moses, Aron and King David were real persons. Hem et 
all these in the spirit world. But most of these the modern critical 
bible scholarship regard as mythical persons. 

25. For Swedenborg Merkurius' inhabitants represented memory, 
while it for Rudolf Steiner, another spirit seer, was Saturnus which 
represented the memory of our solar system. 

26. William Spear writes that Swedenborg believed that the Word of 
God (the Bible) was ”literally and historically true” 

(in “Emanuel Swedenborg. The spiritual Columbus. 1917). 

Stuart Shotwell writes that ” "Swedenborg would agree that in its 
higher sense, scripture (the Word) does not err."

he at least had learned a little critical thinking. 

31. Arcana Coelestia (Heavenly Secrets), Swedenborg's exegesis of 
Genesis and Exodus, is very heavy reading. How could 
Swedenborg's bible exegesis be the return of Jesus? If it would be 
that, it would be the most excellent, superiorly, in the whole world 
literature, filled with important scientific and philosophical 
discoveries, with ideas far before his time. But nothing of this has 
Arcana Coelestia, mostly dry and literal reason, repetitions and the 
fantasts imaginative exegesis of the bible word.

June 1770, gathered his twelve disciples and sent them out into the 
whole spiritual world to ”preach the gospel, that the Lord God 
Jesus Christ reigns, and that his kingdom will last forever and 
ever”

40. "Nor does he consider that the Lord, who is the same as Jehovah, 
spoke the Word that is in the Gospels, much of it with His own

41. "From the spiritual sense it is that the Word is Divinely inspired, 
and is holy in every word."

51. .. .”whereby Swedenborg told, that every time he found himself 
alone, ängels and deceased came to him, but the latter scarcely 
more than during a half year time, because gradually they forgot 
this temporal and remained in their heavenly abode.”

In these references he is obviously speaking in 
terms of the commonly accepted Bible chronology of his time that 
fixes on six thousand years as not only the age of the human race, 
but also the age of the earth and universe as well."

57. "Hence he (Swedenborg. my remark) made Cicero and other 
ancient philosophers, as Herder intimates, talk swedenborgianism."

2013) 

58. The swedenborgian Carl Bernhard Wadström suggested about the 
slave trade that ”The goal should be to civilize them (the africans) 
and teach them to cultivate on their own soil what they now ”as 
slaves have to generate in foreign countries.”

”The goal of the Norrköping society (Norrköpingssamfundets) was 
the noble intention to civilize them (the africans) and gradually 
incoiporate them in a christian social order.”

64. The spirits and ängels of Swedenborg had no idea of time and 
space. 

65. "We are men to the extent that we are images of Him" 
(Swedenborg in ”The worlds in space”) God is thus a man! Sexist! 


66. The fact that Swedenborg could not see from the spiritual world to 
the natural. 

67. Swedenborg writes about hell: 

”From these caves well forth disgusting odorous stenches, which 
good spirits, because they are loathsome for them, flees away 
from, but which evil spirits, because they find them comfortable, 
covetously seek. lt's namely so that in the same way as each and 
everyone in the world finds their own evilness comfortable, so he 
also, after death, find the stench comfortable which corresponds to 
his own evilness. [...] I heard a spirit scream loudly as in inner 
anguish, when a breath from heaven reached him, but he became 
calm and happy when a vapor from hell stroke him.” 

Compare this hell with Mary Baxter's (another spiritseer) hell, and 
one sees the gigantic difference, and comes to the conclusion that 
both hallucinated, because they seem not to speak about the same 
hell at all. In Mary Baxter's hell all damned spirits are in a 
perpetual torture and enormous plague, the flesh rottens on the 
body and worms crawl in the sceletons and in the flesh. Demons 
perpetually torture the damned. In comparison to this the hell of 



Swedenborg is a paradise. 

68. That the complete library of Swedenborg at his death only 
comprised of a Bible, says something about that he actually was a 
christian fundamentalist. 

69. .."therefore from correspondences a wilderness also signifies hell." 

(Swedenborg in ”The apocalypse explained” , latin original 1757- 
1759) 

For Swedenborg wilderness was an emblem of hell! This one 
could write before the time of the environmental movement, now 
one can't do that any more, now we know how precious wilderness 
is for the ecosystem. Such speech by Swedenborg could not come 
from any ”God”. 

70. "There is a sense in which his (Swedenborg 's, my remark) 
mentality was actually detrimental and vitiated his results, and 
there was another in which it was to the highest degree useful. To 
illustrate this one has to consider the two categories into which his 
work may be divided. 


The first is the theological. This seems to most people outside the 
chosen flock a useless and perilous side of his work. On the one 
hand he accepts the Bible as being in a very particular sense the 
work of God. Upon the other he contends that its true meaning is 
entirely different from its obvious meaning, and that it is he, and 
only he, who, by the help of ängels, is able to give the true 
meaning. Such a claim is intolerable. The infallibility of the Pope 
would be a trifle compared with the infallibility of Swedenborg if 
such a position were admitted. The Pope is at least only infallible 
when giving his verdict on points of doctrine ex cathedra with his 
cardinals around him. Swedenborg’s infallibility would be 
universal and unrestricted. Nor do his explanations in the least 
commend themselves to one’s reason. When, in order to get at the 
true sense of a God-given message, one has to suppose that a horse 
signifies intellectual truth, an ass signifies scientific truth, a flame 
signifies improvement, and so on and on through countless 
symbols, we seem to be in a realm of make-believe which can only 
be compared with the ciphers which some ingenious critics have 
detected in the plays of Shakespeare. Not thus does God send His 
truth into the world. If such a view were accepted the 
Swedenborgian creed could only be the mother of a thousand 
heresies, and we should find ourselves back again amid the hair- 
splittings and the syllogisms of the mediaeval schoolmen. All great 



and true things are simple and intelligible. Swedenborg’s theology 
is neither simple nor intelligible, and that is its condemnation." 

(Arthur Conan Doyle, in "History of Spiritualism", Vol. 1, 1926) 

71. Swedenborg suggested that the spirit world consisted of States, not 
places. One traveled in the spirit world through changing States, 
not through traveling physically. DoesnT this fit more into 
dreaming than into something that exists in reality? 

72. ”[Swedenborg] was a cheat and a liar and everything he wrote had 
its origin in pure fantasies from a sick brain” 

(Immanuel Kant) 

73. Swedenborg believed that Moses literally divided the Red Sea, so 
that the Israelites could go dryshod across. He in fact believed in 
all such unbelievable miracles in the Bible, at least after Eber (in 
Genesis), beginning with Eber Swedenborg believed that 
everything should be taken as literal truth in the Bible. He also 
believed in the miracles of Jesus, that they had literally happened, 
that Jesus walked on the water, made water to wine, resurrected 
Lazarus and so on. 


74. "The Swedenborg Project" writes in the article ”The life on other 
planet question” on www.swedenborgproiect.org : "This is possible 
because travel in the spiritual world is not done by spatial 
translation but resembles the “travel” in imagination in your mind; 
you just think about where you want your awareness to be and 
you’re there. In other words, in the spritual world, your location is 
experienced as a function of your (spiritual) State of mind rather 
than physical space location" 

Swedenborg writes: "I was conducted to yet another earth that is in 
the universe beyond our solar world, which was effected by 
changes of the State of my mind, thus in respect to my spirit. For as 
already stated se ver al times, a spirit is conducted from place to 
place no otherwise than by changes of the State of his interiörs; but 
which changes appear to him as advancings from place to place, or 
as journeyings." 

(Arcana Coelestia 10734). 

DoesntThis resemble more the domains of dreams and fantasy than 
the outer reality? 

75. All the spirits and humans which Swedenborg met on other planets 
in our solar system and outside of it, believed in Jesus as their Lord 



and God. How likely would this be if there really would be 
humans on these planets in reality? Jesus had not lived on these 
planets. And neither had they any bibles. 

76. "Dr Wilson Van Dusen has claimed that Swedenborg's 
descriptions of angelic and hellish spirits match the hallucinatory 
experiences of schizophrenics. He spent sixteen years treating the 
hallucinations of his patients as realities, and published his 
findings in The Presence of Other Worlds (1974). According to 
Van Dusen, "All Swedenborg's observations on the effect of evil 
spirits entering man's consciousness conform to my finding.""

It meant that heaven and hell were divided from each other, 
whatever that means. 


78. The spirit world is a kind of inner landscape where Swedenborg 
explores himself. Memories and experiences from his life are 
processed and retum as mental images.”

79. Henry Maudsley writes about Swedenborg that “his heaven 
appears as a pretty vulgär and cheap invention.” (In the book 
“Emanuel Svedenborg och hans själstillstånd” 1874, originally 
published as an artide in English in “Journal of Mental Science”, 
Volume 15, Issue 70, July 1869 , pp. 169-196) 

80. Swedenborg believed that his toothache was a work of evil spirits, 
among others the work of Paul, the apostle. 

81. Swedenborg believed that rich people who live in abundance enter 
heaven as easily as the poor, something that runs counter to the 
words of Jesus. And this in an age when London lived from 
slavery-workforce in its colonies (Swedenborg lived a 
considerable part of his life in London). 

82. Swedenborg writes: “A devil imagined himself to be the same 

de vil that deceived Adam and Eve.. .It was allowed me to listen to 
Paul conversating with him and say, that he wished to become his 



fellow, and that they should go together and make themselves 
gods.” “I have during sleep been harassed by fomicators, and this 
devil and Paul have been helping my harassers and so stubbornly 
inside me advanced fornicating thoughts, that I've scarcely been 
able to liberate myself from them.. .From this I learned to know 
the evil mind of Paul...” “I know through extensive experience, 
that Paul is one of the worst apostles. Moreover he allied himself 
with one of the worst devils, who necessarily wanted to rule over 
everything, and gave this devil a promise that he wanted to help 
him to his wish. It would become too tiresome for me, to write 
everything about Paul. 

83. The filthy thoughts of Swedenborg about the quakers in 
Maudsley's book on page 45, he accuses them for horrible things 
that he has gotten to know about them in the spirit world, but that 
is thousand miles from the historical reality. According to 
Swedenborg they practice horrible fornication and perversity on all 
their meetings. 

84. What Swedenborg got to know about king David in the Bible, 
from the spirit world, he writes: “David is controlled by the desire 

to be the foremost in heaven.-Convinced that he was a god, he 

claimed to be such one.” “When 1 got to bed, it was the meaning of 
evil spirits to destroy me, and for this puipose they invoked hell 


and every mean spirit.-They also evoked David, who apperared 

to me in a thick cloud.” This about “the man after God's mind”, 
according to the Bible. 

85. The story of Brockmer about Swedenborg's attack of acute 

madness, cited in Maudsley's book on page 32, where Swedenborg 
rolled in the gutter dirt and said that he was the Messiah. This story 
has been mistrusted by almost all Swedenborgians, explained away 
and explained as a fraud, of course. But Maudsley gives good 
reasons to believe in its historical accuracy, and it harmonizes well 
with everything one know about Swedenborg.
